JEFFERSON CITY, May 9.—Etf- 
forts of friends of Pete Carolla, no- 
torious Kansas City gangster serv- 
ing a 30-year sentence in the peni- 
tentiary for robbery, to obtain his 
freedom on parole have become s0 
obnoxious, involving reports that 
$20,000 is available to buy his re- 
lease, that Gov. Caulfield has or- 
dered the State Penal Board to give 
Carolla no consideration during his 
administration. 

“This fellow has cooked his case 
during my administration,” the 
Governor said today, making it 
clear that Carolla cannot even hope 
for any favors as a prisoner. Ca- 
rolla, who entered the prison in 
December, 1926, for a robbery in 
Kansas City, has not been able to 
obtain a parole hearing before the 
board. 

Robert J. Kratky, St. Louis law- 
yer and politician, and A. J. Slack, 
Steelville- (Mo.) newspaper pub- 
lisher, sought clemency for Carolla 
from Gov. Caulfield, but dropped 
their efforts upon learning the sit- 
vation. A Kansas City physician 
told Dr. James Siewart, secretary 
of the State Board of Health, Dr. 
Stewart said, that theré was °’$26,- 
000 te be divided” in Nansas 
if Carolla be paroled. Dr. Stewart 
refused to have anything to do with 
the nuiatter. 

Seon after Gov. Caulfield took 
office in 1929, he related, he heard 
from various sources that Carolla’s 
friends were ready to spend money 
for his freedom. At least nine 
persons heard overtures from Ca- 
rolia’s acquaintances, the Governor 
said, but he was unwilling to name 
most of them. 

Warned by Predecessor. 

It is the Governor’s understand- 
ing that his predecessor, Gov. Ba- 
ker, had warned the Penal Board 
about the rumors. There have 
been repeated reports in Jefferson 
City, Gov..Cawlfield declared, that 
Carolia’s friends had $20,000 to 
spend on Carolla’s behalf, but were 
unable to find the “right man” 
with whom to place it- 

Sevetal close friends of the Gov- 
ernor have been approached in the 
interest of Carolla, the Governor 
said, and there was talk of large 
amounts of money as retainers or 
rewards for them. It is Caulfield‘s 
understanding that $5000 was of- 
fered a St. Louis law firm other 
than Kratky'’s,. with the promise 
that more would be placed in 
escrow, but these lawyers would 
have nothing to do with the case. 
The Governor declined to name 
them. 

Insistent Efforts .“Amazing.” 

“It-is perfectly amazing the per- 
tinacity with which these efforts 
are kept up,” the Governor re- 
marked. He knows of no money 
having changed hands and intends 
to do nothing about the matter be- 
yond his order to the Penal Board. 

Last autumn, the Governor re- 


| lated, Kratky visited him, saying 


he was interested in a parole for 
Carolla. Caulfield told him of the 
rumors and announced he would 
have nothing to do with the case, 
whereupon, he said, .Kratky im- 
mediately dropped it. 

Slack, a fellow townsman of A.

Five states now show a majority 
for enforcement in the Literary Di- 
gest prohibition poll. The total 
vote reported this week is 4,150,- 
017, out of 20,000,000 ballots sent 
out. 

Kansas continues to show a ma- 
jority of more than.10,000 for en- 
forcement over’the combined wet 
proposals. In Arkansas the dry 
yotes are a little more than 1000 in 
the majority. In North Carolina, 
Oklahoma and Tennessee dry ma- 
jorities of only a few hundred are 
shown.

His 
brilliant and indefatigable record 
as @ special Government prosecutor 
in the oil case, which resulted in 
the recovery of the Teapot Dome 
and Elk Hillis, Naval oil reserves, 
and in the jailing of Harry Sinclair, 
has given him a singularly high 
standing with the Senate, where 
the oil investigation originated.

Roberts is a Republican, but has 
taken little active part in politics 
since the time, 30 years ago, when 
he was an assistant district attor- 
ney in Philadelphia. As head of 
a Philadelphia law firm enjoying 
a vast practice, he had represented 
many large corporations.

BOMBAY, India, May 9%.-—Sho- 
lapur was cleared of all BHuropean 
women and children today and 
made ready for eventualities which 
might follow yesterday's fighting. 
Special trains, guarded by troops, 
bore out of thé embattled mill 
center the last of the refugees to 


Poona and nearby towns. 

Europeans, including mission- 
aries, this férenoon were advised 
to leave Talégaon, 30 miles from 
Poona, where raids on a glass fac- 
tory had béen threatened. 

Police figures tssued at Sholapur 
indicate thé déath toll may not 
have been so heavy as at first 
thought. A frightened woman who 
reached Poona in the night had 
told of the killing of 50 persons 
and the wounding of 400. Police 
authorities report three policemen 
murdered and burned by the mob, 
five others missing, probably mur- 
dered, and another five, mostly In- 
dians, dead. There were 24 wound- 
ed in the hospitals this forenoon. 

Yesterday's rioting, howevér, ex- 
eceded all previous outbreaks since 
the inception 6f Mahatma Gandhi's 
program of civil disobedience, both 
as to life and property losses. 

Authorities looked forward ap- 
prehensivély to tomorrow's eoming, 
Saturday being the Moslem feaat 
of Bakrid, which éven under néof- 
mal circumstances is likely to pro- 
duce disorders. 


Statement by Magistrate. 


The District Magistrate of Sho- 
lapur issued a statement which 
said: “I regret to inform the pub- 
lic of Sholapur that yesterday a 
crowd of séveral thousand persons 
attacked the Distfict Magistrate, 
the district superintendent and a 
small party of police in the Bkruk 
road. The crowd threw stones for 
about an hour and a half and 
showed its intention of attacking 
still more seriously. 

“The District Magistrate, there- 
fore, after twice warning the 
crowd, ordered the police to open 
fire. Boon afterward a crowd at- 
tacked unarmed policemen with- 
in the city, murdéred at least three 
of them, burned their bodies at the 
roadsidé and wrecked police sta- 
tions. It then set fire to and 
burned the buildings of the Judges’ 
court. 

“During the afternoon the police 
party again was attacked and had 
to open fire. Troops now have ar- 
rived and there is no need for the 
people to fear to go about their 
business peacefully, but no carfy- 
ing of weapons, holding of meét- 
ings or processions, or the assem- 
bling of more than five persons will 
be allowed.”

The 
Supreme Court, in a ringing opin- 
ion, condemned the lease as “taint- 
ed with fraud and corruption,” and 
pronovnced Fall “a faithless pub- 
lic officer.” 
In the Teapot Dome case, aris- 
ing from the leasing of that prop- 
efty by Fall to Sinclair, Roberts and 
his colleague, former Senator Atlee 
Pomerene, suffered an initial re- 
verse in the District Court at Chey- 
enne, WY¥o., but the Circuit Court 
of Appeals upheld their contention 
that the lease was fraudulent and 
void, and was in turn sustained by 
the United States Bupreme Court. 
Doheny and Sinclair not only 
were compelled to restore the 
property to the navy, but were re- 
quired to pay the Government sev- 
éral million dollars for the oil that 
had beef drawn out. 


Roberts and Pomerene were con- 
spicuously less successful in the 
criminal prosecutions arising from 
the léases. Washington juries ac- 
quitted Fall, Doheny and Sinclair 
On chargés Of conspiracy to dé.- 
fraud the Government, and ac- 
quitted Robert W. Stewart on 
charges of perjury and contempt of 
the senate. 

Fall, however, was convicted of 
having accepted a bribe of $100,000 
from Doheny, although Doheny 
Was acquitted of having’given the 
bribe. Sinclair was convicted of 
coftempt of the Senate, and sen- 
tenced to $90 days in jail, which he 
served. Sinclair and Menry Mason 
Day also received jail agntences for 
jury-shadowing, but Roberts ata 
not appear in that case. 


Cases in Supreme Court, 

Senators desiring to ascertain

Opposition te Roberts was an- 
nounced by Senator Sheppard 
(Dem.), Texas, on the ground that 
he believes the Philadelphian is a 
wet. 

Senator Sheppard announced h'‘g 
opposition to Roberts after he had 
recalled a story published in 1923 
by the New York Times attribut- 
ing to Roberts a denunciation of 
the eighteenth amendment in a 
speech delivered in New York.

TRIAL FOR FRAUD 


Doing Wrong. 
eee 

The case of Roy C. Toombs, pres- 
ident of the defunct International 
Life In@urance Co., and prisoner 
in the Migsouri Penitentiary, on a 
second charge of illegally issuing 
stock of the eye went to the 
jury in Judge Hamilton's Court at 
12:20 p. m. today. Toombs is now 
serving a_ three-year sentence on 
his first conviction. Cireult Attor- 
hey Miller preased the sedond case 
because he considered the first sen+ 
tence insufficient for Toombs, Chi- 
cago broker, who bought control of 
the insurance company of a shoe- 
string, and wrecked it by remov- 
ing $3,500,000 of its assets. 

An ‘hour and a half was allot- 


ted to each side for argumefts, 


but the State, represented by As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Hennings, 
took only one hour of ite timé. 
Patrick H. Cullen, tor the defense, 
stressed the plea that Toombs act- 
ed without felonious intent, though 
his acts were irregular. 

The Court's instructions to: the 
jury touched on the question of 
intent, which is the chief reliance 
of the defense. “The indictment,” 
Judge Hamilton said, “charges the 
defendant with wilfully, designedly 
and feloniously ‘issuing a false and 
fraudulent certificate of stock. It 
is necessary that a felonious: in- 
tent be present, although the same 
may be implied by facts and cir- 
cumstances in the evidence; but it 
is also competent for the defendant 
to offer evidence to disprove a 
felonious intent, and if you find 
and believe from the evidénice, facts 
and cifcumstances, that thefe was 
a lack of felonious intent, your ver- 
dict must be for the defendant.” 
Another pafagraph of the in- 
structions states that, if the jur- 
ors find that Toombs ordered issu- 
ance of a false and fraudulent cer- 
tificate of the insurance company’s 
stock, “with intent to issue Baid 
certificate, and if the defendant 
well knew that the certificate was 
false and fraudulent, and knew it 
was not authorised by the charter 
and by-laws of the company,” a 
conviction must follow. 

The Court instructed the jury 
that the punishment, -in case of 
conviction, should be a fine of not 
more than $3000, and imprison- 
ment from three to seven years. 

The State in cross-examination 
of Toombs yesterday afternoon, in- 
troduced a néw item of evidence. 
not used in Toombs’ first trial. 
It was an over-issue certificate for 
3843 sharés of the life insufance 
company’s stock, dated Nov. 26, 
1927, and shown by the company's 
records to be unauthorized and in- 
valid, as no stock was then in the 
company’s possession. 

It was not shown by testimony 

what use was made of this over- 
issue certificate, but a witness in 
the case, wheh asked about the 
matter by reporters, said the cer- 
tificate @as used as collateral on a 
$225,000 loan from Jacob I. 
Babler of St. Louis, and later was 
replaced with valid stock. 
The State considers this item of 
evidence significant because of the 
date of the certificate. Toombs’ de- 
fense, as to the three overissue 
eertificates-of 8000 shares éach, is- 
sued Jan. 17, 1928, on which the 
indictments are based, is that the 
directors had voted him on Jan. 6, 
an amount of stock sufficient to 
cover the certificates. 

He contends that thougn he was 
unable at the time to gét posses- 
sion Of this stock, he was entitled 
to it, and later used it to vaildate 
the transactions. The date of ihe 
newly introduced overiasue certifi- 
cate is five weeks before the 
directors’ action was taken. 
Toombs, who has given his éx- 
planation of the other dverissue 
certificates, sent-to a Texas insur- 
ance firm as collateral for a $600,- 
000 loan, was asked about the 
earlier overigsue certificate, He 
said he had no recollection of it. 
However, when asked if he had 
known that there was an overigsue, 
oe said, “Yes, I knéw it all the

Former Owner of Interest 
‘in Maryland Hotel, in Pe-

A voluntary bankruptcy petition, 
not accomparied by any schedules 
of assets and indebtedness’ .was 
filed today in Federal Court by 
Harry A. Sodini, well-known hotel 
operatur, who sold his interest in 
the Maryland Hotel to his partner 
last February after an audit of 
Sodini’s account. 

Sodini’s address was given as 
2748 Accomeasc street.

They 
drove their two expensive automo- 
biles. They had lived at the Mary- 


land after the sale three years ago 
of their imposing residence at 5 
Washington terrace. 

The address given for his attor- 
ney was that of an office at 705 
Olive street where the telephone 
has been disconnected, ; 

Sodini has been identificd with 
the hotel business in St. Louis as 
owner, manager and promoter. He 
was connected with the Maryland 
Hotel in the first two capacities for 
nearly 10 years, and became man- 
ager of the Missouri soon after it 
began business. 

It is known that his finances 
have been strained for some time 
and in.opposing the motion of his 
wife, for temporary alimony pend- 
ing the disposition of a divorce suit 
which later was dismissed, Sodini 
testified that he was hard pressed 
financially. 

He declared he was defendant in 
suits to collect debts aggregating 
more than $100,000, and owed 
950,000 besidcs). His Washington 
terrace home at that time, he said, 
was advertised for sale to satisfya 
$70,000 mortgage, and his sole in- 
come was $300 a month from his 
hotel interests.

Federal Jurist Says Testi, 
mony in This Case Would 
Try Patience of Job 
Himself. 


“Job himself couldn’t try this 
case without losing patience!” 
Federal Judge Faris exclaimed 


from the bench today as technical 
terms and involv2d theories of 
radio continued to puzzle Judge 
and jury in the trial of George W. 
Fellowes for operating an un- 
licensed radio station at his home, 

Fellowes, on the witness stand, 
asserted that he had determined 
by experiments that his broadcast- 
ing apparatus was too weak to 
penetrate into Lllinois, as Govern- 
ment witnesses had testified, and 
that therefore the Federal Court 
had no jurisdiction. 

On Dec. 13 last, when witnesses 
said they listened to his amateur 
programs, Fellowes declared he 
was ill, in bed and unconscious, 
physically unable to operate his 
outlaw station. He had heard other 
amateur stations using his call 
letters W9CR, he declared, sug- 
gested that the investigators had 
been listening to someone else. 

Fellowes said he had studied en- 
gineering at the University of Cali- 
fornia and had operated a licensed 
radio station at Raymond, Iil., in 
1921. He was questioned at length, 
in technical terms, about the pow- 
er of his set and movement of radio 
waves in relation to his antennae. 

Judge Demands Plain English. 

Having issued an ultimatum de- 
manding “plain English,” Judge 
Faris interrupted once when de- 
fense counse)]) sought to qualify a 
radio expert with the question, 
“Are you familiar with the theory 
of cloud waves?” 

“It seems to me that this case 
should be a very simple matter,” 
the court asserted. ‘This defend- 
ant is charged with having trans- 
mitted voice, music or other noises 
by radio into the air and across a 
state line. The point is, did he 
do these things and did the noises 
cross the state line into Illinois, 
California, Maine or any other 
state? Or did it just hop out and 
get away from all these states?” 

“I'm afraid your honor is not 
familiar with the science of radio.” 
replied Fellowes’ lawyer, J. Ray- 
mond Dyer. “¥ou are quite right.” 
replied the court. -“I know about 
as much about it as you do.” 

Government witnesses testified 
they heard programs from outlaw 
station WSCR in East St. Louis 
and at Parks Airport, before the 
broadcasting plant was confiscated 
last December in Fellowes’ home 
at 3663A Gravois avenue. The de- 
fense countered with testimony by 
Edward A. Fine, a radio mechanic 
of 3946A Cleveland avenue, who 
had assisted Fellowes in his broad- 
casting. 

After hearing a program from 
W9CR on his home receiver, Fine 
said, he sought out Fellowes, made 
his acquaintance and collaborated 
in experiments “‘to determine the 
value of radio in supplanting the 
telephone.” 

Telephoning by Radio. 

Fine’s detailed testimony caused 

Judge Faris to remark: I suppose, 
if given time, the witness’ will get 
down to the point.’ Fine related 
that he urged East St. Louis friends 
to tune in on W9CR for “voice 
transmission periods” when Fel- 
lowes invited his listeners to call 
him on the telephone and talk to 
their friends over the air. When 
his friends failed to get the sta- 
tion, Fine said he tried to tune in 
W®SCR on two East Side sets and 
also was unsuccessful. “They told 
me, “We always thought you were 
full of bunk and now we know it,’ 
he testified. 
Fellowes, a washing-machine 
salesman, private detective and un- 
desirable alien, is the first man to 
be prosecuted under the national 
radio act for unlicensed broad- 
casting. Immigration authorities 
have been attempting to deport 
him on a showing that he is unde- 
sirable and has been an inmate of 
a Canadian insane asylum.

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BARS BLIND MAN’S 
CIGAR STAND FROM 
NEW COURTHOUSE 
Steininger Informs Him That 
| All Space in Building Is 
Neered. 


E. J. Lampe, 60 years old and 
blind, who has operated a cigar 
stand in the rotunda of the™~ old 
Courthouse for the last six and 
one-half years, was informed by 
Director of Public Safety Steininger 
today that his stand would not be 
permitted in the new Civil Courts 
building. : 

Lampe, who had hoped to move 
to the new building when the 
courts were transferred there, had 
been in communication with Stein- 
inger, who has charge of all pub- 
lic buildings. Today he received 
a letter from the Director which 
stated, of the new structure: 

“The building is so arranged it 
will be impossible to allow any per- 
son to utilize space for privileges 
other than what the courts build- 
ing was originally erected for. The 
corridors on the first floor will be 
needed as well as the basement 
floor.’’ 

Lampe and the blind men who 
have stands in the City Hall and 
Municipal Courts Building, operate 
by authority of an ordinance passed 
some seven years ago'at the behest 
of the Missouri Commission for the 
Blind. They pay nominal rent— 
Lampe’s is $18 a month—on the 
theory that tbe stands provide em- 
ployment for blind persons who 
otherwise would be dependent on 
the city. 

Objection to thé stands has been 
made from time to time by per- 
sons who felt that cigar and soda 
advertisements detract from the 
esthetic beauty of public buildings. 
The blind man at the City Hall, for 
this reasor, was forced to remove 
his stand from the rotunda to the 
basement several years ago. 

Lampe is married and has a 
daughter who recently graduated 
from high school He has been 
blind for 16 years. His wife op- 
erates a confectionery at 27356 
North Spring avenue, where the 
family lives.

Where St. Augustine Preached 


Crowds at Eucharistic Congress Too Great for 
Limited Transportation Facilities 
of Tawn to Handle. 


By the Associated Press. 

CARTHAGE, Tunisia, May 9.—A 
pontifical mass on the ruins of the 
ancient Basilica Majorum where 
St. Augustine five times preached 
a panegyric on the martyred saints 
was today’s chief event of the 
thirtieth Eucharistic Congress now 
in progress here. 

The facilities of the little town 
of Carthage have been so greatly 
taxed by the influx of. thousands 


of visitors from all over the world 
that traffic has become a real prob- 
lem. The crowds have completely 
swamped the Tunis and Carthage 
transport facilities, the tieup being 
especially great after an impressive 
ceremony yesterday in the old am- 
pitheater. 

The thousands of children in 


white ceremonial robes who par- 
ticipated in yesterday's ceremony 
were caught in a traffic tie-up and 
it was hours before they got back 
to Tunis. The American visitors 
escaped the worst of this because 
their special bus lines run directly 
to their ships in which they are liv- 
ing. ' 

It was estimated that 60,000 per- 
sons attended yesterday's ceremony. 

Among the guests at last night’s 
reception and dinner by the French 
resident-general were Archbishop 
Forbes of Ottawa and Leland lL 
Smith, American Consul at Tunis. 

Late arrivals include Monsignor 
O’Reily, Archbishop of Sydney, 
president of the last Eucharistic 
Congress, who insisted on making 


the trip despite his great age. He 
is 82. 

Several American notables here, 
including Monsignors F, A. Burke 
and J. K. McGlichey of ‘Boston, 
and E. J. Egan of Trenton, did not 
get to attend the opening services 
Wednesday, because Senegalese sol- 
diers holding back the crowds in- 
terpreted too iiterally an ordér not 
to let anybody by. All the Car- 
dinals had passed before the order 
was given. One American photog- 
rapher was ejected. 

One-hundred masses were sung 
today at 14 altars improvised on 
the steamships on which the 
American pilgrims are living. Be- 
fore eight altars on the decks of 
the liner Rdchambeau, and six on 
the Araguaya, American priests 
passed in a continuous impressive 
religious pageant. No less than 20 
other masses were said in churches 
ashore by American priests. 

These two steamships are docked 
at La Goulette, mkiway between 
Carthage and Tunis. They are the 
largest ships here, too large to en- 
ter the port of Tunis.

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MEXICO OPENS PUBLIC 
LAND 10 SETTLEMENT 


Homesteads Open Only to 
Those Possessing Not More 
Than $2500. 


By Special Cable to the Post-Dis- 
patch and the New York World. 

MEXICO CITY, May  %.-—The 
national lands of Mexico are to 
be opened to settlement by native 
born citizens 18 years of age, or 
over, President Ortiz Rubio de- 


creed yesterday. 

The policy, designed to solve 
the agrarian problem of Mexico, 
is dictated by the fact that the 
government itself is the largest 
land owner in the country. Rec- 
ords of the Ministry of Agriculture 
show that the Federal Govern- 
ment holds title to 100,000,000 
acres. Of this between one-third 
and one-fourth is arable. Millions 
of acres of fertile land in central 
and southern states are fallow. 

If all the national lands were 
distributed, it is estimated there 
would be seven acres for each in- 
habitant of Mexico. 

The decree specified that set- 
tlers cannot transfer their rights. 
Nor can they establish, on their 
lands factories for the manufac- 
ture of pulque, mescal, aguardi- 
ente, tequila or other intoxicatipg 
liquors. Lands will be denied to 
persons possessing more than 5000 
pesos (about $2500). 

The applicant must rent the land 
for five years and work it him- 
self.

N CRIMINAL 
‘CODE ADVOCATED 


Institute of Law Approves 
Selection of Extra Jurors 
in Long Trials—Choice 
of Jury by Court. 


FOR SUMMONS 
_ IN MINOR CASES 


Also Urge Permission to 


Defendants to Waive 
Jury in All Except Capi- 
tal Offenses. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 9.—A dras- 


tic revision of the nation’s crim- 
inal code, designed to untie 20 
knots now hindering the movement 
of justice, has been partly approved 
today by the American Institute of 
Law. 

Until midnight last night debate 


over a voluminous “model code of 
criminal procedure,’’ proposed as a 
result of four years’ labor by Insti- 
tute experts, swayed pro and co. 
among approximately 600 jurists 
and lawyers, drawn from all parts 
of the country to the Institute’s 
eighth annual meeting. 

Then, with 12 chapters still to be 
considered, a halt was called, the 
remaining provisions being placed 
for study in the hands of a com- 
mittee. 

Recommendations Approved. 

Among the approved recom- 
mendations are: 

Selection of extra jurors in pro- 
tracted trials, to eliminate retrials 
because of sickness or death on a 
le Oe 
Examination of jurors. by the 
Judge, rather than the opposing 
counsel. 

Permission to defendants to 
waive jury trial in all but capital 
cases, 

Issuances of a summons instead 
of a warrant of arrest in minor 
cases. 

Provision for admitting material 
witnesses to bail and for releasing 
such witnesses after taking their 
depositions in case bail cannot be 
given, thus eliminating long jail 
confinement. 

Provision for prosecution by an 
information filed by the prosecut- 
ing attorney in cases which now 
must be prosecuted by an indict- 
ment of the grand jury. 

Simplification of the form of in- 
dictment to prevent guilty persons 
from escaping conviction through 
errors in charging the offense. 

With this much of the proposed 
“code” disposed of, the jurists and 
lawyers turned today to the even 
wéightier consideration of their in- 
tended “restatement” of the com- 
mon law. Seven years already 
have been consumed in its forma- 
tion, with completion of the 22-vol- 
ume task set for 1941. 

Other Proposals for Oode. 

Among the major recommenda- 
tions of the code still to be consid- 
ered are: 

Authority for judges to appoint 
their own experts, not connected 
with either prosecution or defense, 
to determine the issue of insanity 
in criminal cases. , 

Jury verdicts on less than unani- 
mous agreement in other than cap- 
ital cases, with 10 agreements need- 
ed for serious offenses and eight 
for minor cases.

Chief among these is unemployment, of which the 
program says: 
The right to work is a spiritual necessity. Un- 
employment not only breeds verty; it is a 
source of moral disintegration from which every 
man and his family must be protected. The in- 
crease of labor savitig machinery, the processes 
of efficiency. in industry and the intensification 
of mass production are making the probfem of 
ever-increasing social importance. 
On’ this point it goes on to advocate uhemployment 
insurance, sinking funds for public works in time 
of depression, public employment agencies and per- 
manent stabilization of working conditions by em- 
ployers, to avoid rush and slack seasons as far as 
possible.\ A living wage is définéd to include “more 
than the immediate needs of the worker,” but suf- 
ficient for full provision against sickness and old age. 
The right of labor to organize is upheld, and the five 
day, eight-hour week is recommended.
